• DELETE DATA 

Select this item if you wish to 
delete all the saved data that is 
listed in the LOAD DATA display. 
If you press the A-button, you 
will be asked if you really want 
to delete everything. If you press 
the A-button once more, all the 
items from DATA 1 to DATA 4 
will be deleted.

3. Saving Data 

Data can be saved at the Supply 
Room in each stage. Nowhere 
else is it possible to save data. 
Also, when you enter a Supply 
Room, you will be able to 
replenish expended ammunition 
and recharge shield energy. 
There is at least one Supply 
Room on each floor. 

• SAVE DATA 

When Saving Data for the First 

Time 

If there is no other saved data, 
all you need do to save is, with 
the pointer at SAVE DATA in the 
Save Menu, press the A-button. 
Blank settings for the data-save 
files DATA1 through DATA 4 will 


be indicated in each instance by 
XXX. If any of the files is selected 
with the direction key and A- 
button pressed, your present 
position will be saved. You may 
then select EXIT or you may 
return to your position by 
pressing the B-button. 

When Saving Multiple Data 

If data is already in the data-save 
file you have selected, you will 
be asked if you want to replace 
the old data with the new. If you 
wish to replace the data, press 
the A-button, but if you wish to 
designate a different data-save 
file, press the B-button to cancel.

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On the Backup Memory Control Tool 


Tetsujin data saved at a Supply 
Room is stored as Backup 
Memory in static RAM of your 
Interactive Multiplayer. The data 
is retained in Backup Memory 
even when the power is switched 
off. However, as Backup Memory 
contains other data besides that 
of Tetsujin, it may become full, 
making it impossible to store 
Tetsujin data. If this should be 
the case, activate the Backup 
Memory Control Tool and delete 
data of software other than 
Tetsujin.

If you select START Tetsujin will start 
up without the capacity to save data. 

2. Stored-data file names will appear on 
the lefthand side of the DELETE GAME 
DATA display. Using the direction pad, 
select data you wish to delete. The 
color of selected files will be reversed. 

3. When you have designated data for 
deletion, select DELETE with the 
direction pad. If you then press the A- 
button, the designated data files will be 
deleted and Tetsujin will start up. 

If you select CANCEL, the files will not 
he deleted. 

Repeat steps 2 and3 until Backup 
Memory is able to store Tetsujin data.

Tetsujm can be controlled by 
operating the buttons in the 
following manner, 

A-Button 

1. ok: Used for executing 
selected menu items or for 
okaying items on the save menu 
and other displays. 

2, shoot: Used for firing weapons 
held in the right hand. When a 
set number of rounds hit enemy 
motoids, they blow up. 


e-Button 

1. cancel: Used for cancelling 

2, take: Used for opening doors, 
grasping things, or in some other 
way using the hands. 

OButton 

turbo: After obtaining a turbo 
booster, this switch may be used 
to turn the booster on. A lamp 
on the left of the canopy display 
will continue to blink throughout 
turbo activation.

t. Canopy Screen 

This is the screen that appears 
when you move about an action 
stage. It is from this perspective 
that you destroy enemy motoids 
and get hold of various pieces of 
gear. However, the elements of 
the Canopy Screen are not all in 
your hands at the beginning of 
play. Some items can be picked 
up as you pass through the action 
stages. 

UIgyrocompass: Shows in 
what direction you are moving. 


2 round counter: Shows how 


many rounds you have left at 
any moment. A warning light 
blinks when you reach zero. 

3] turbo meter: Displays 
remaining units of turbo power. 


A warning light blinks when you 
reach zero. 

4] rad ar: You can track the 
approach of motoids. 

5] shield meter: Shows 
remaining units of shield energy. 
At the outset you have only 1 
unit. A warning light blinks 
when you reach zero. 

aiming device: You train it 


on motoids that have appeared, 
using it to control the direction of 
your advance and to fire your 
weapons. 

7j floor display: Shows what 
floor you're on. 

m TURBO ACTIVATION LAMP: 


Blinks when the turbo booster is 


in use. 
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2. Movie Screen 

Movies of set lengths start up 
automatically. If you press your 
control pad's P-button while a 
movie is in progress, you will skip 
over it to the next stage. With 
the movie screen you cannot use 
button A, B, or C, nor can you use 
L- and R-shift. 


3. Game's Over 

If you have taken damage from a 
motoid attack and shield energy 
has dropped to zero and, on top 
of that, you receive further 
attacks, the game will end. After 
first going black the screen will 
display GAME OVER and then a 
menu. 

If you select CONTINUE and have 
previously saved data, the list of 
saved data will appear and you 
can resume play from the last 
saved position. If you have not 
saved any data, you will 
automatically begin from the 
opening sequence leading to 
stage 1. If you select RESTART, 
you will begin from the Tetsujin 
title logo.

4< Basic Commands

©WEAPON CHANGE 

When first beginning a NEW 
GAIVIE, Tetsufin is unarmed. The 
initial weapon obtained is the 
RUNT GUN, which has been left 
somewhere on this floor. When 
you have picked it up in 
Tetsujin's hand, use this 
command to activate it. 

Weapons cannot be used to 
assault motoids simply by taking 
them in your hand. Each must 
first be armed by selecting the 
WEAPON CHANGE command. 


® MESSAGE 

During a stage you may receive a 
message. The log-in display lamp 
will blink and the message be 
transmitted. When it ends, the 
canopy screen will return. 


A message that has already 
been received can be heard again 
by passing the same point on a 
floor. If you wish a communi¬ 
cation to be repeated, select 
MESSAGE from basic commands ,

•The Motoids 

Motoids are battle robots that 
have been programmed to 
intercept and destroy all 
intruders into the tower. These 
too are products of the mad 
scientist’s fertile brain* 
Development models from which 
Tetsujin was perfected, they are 
doomed to patrol the tower's 
corridors for all eternity. 

Motoids, from the swift of foot 
to the unstoppabiy strong, await 
you with bated breath, it’s 
important to adjust your tactics 
to the characteristics of each type 
of motoid. If you don't, they'll do 
you. 


Stage 1 (floors 1-6) 

♦Rodent 

The first motoid you'll meet. 

Its head spins around to track move¬ 
ments as it rushes in on its prey. 

+$nakehead 

Dashes at intruders in leaps and 
bounds* 

It can inflict damage oniy when 
it's airborne, 

+ Scorpion 

A large blue sensor distinguishes 
it. 

It moves back and forth in a set 
pattern, then suddenly fires two 
rounds. 
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♦ Cannon Snakehead 

A Snakehead mounted with a 
gun. 

Though more dangerous, it can 
be dealt with in the same way as 
a Snakehead. 

Stage 2 (floors 7-12) 

♦ Sluefoot 

Walks on two feet and fires 
rounds alternately from two 
cannons. 

Its weakness is its lack of 
mobility. 

♦Air Mine 

A mine that floats in the air. 
Come too close and it'll explode. 


You may suffer damage when 
you destroy it. 

♦ Slither 

Shaped like a lopsided pyramid, a 
Slither rushes in at high speed. 
Back off as you fire or you'll take 
damage. 

+Big foot 

Similar to a Sluefoot, it's 
distinguished by the sloped 
armor of its brow. 

Attacks down narrow corridors. 

A swift assault is the way to 
destroy it.

Stage 3 (floors 13-18) 

♦ Spearhead 

Though similar to a snakehead, 
it's a more powerful leaper. 

Its attack is fierce, and you should 
flank it or retreat as you fire. 

♦ Cobra 

A motoid copter. Draw near and 


it will make repeated passes at 
you. 

♦Jaws 

It can be destroyed only if a 
round strikes the instant its gates 
are fully opened. Watch out. It's 
a tenacious opponent.

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An Introduction to Tetsujin's Weaponry 


There are five firearms available 
for Tetsujin’s use. At the outset 
Tetsujin is capable of operating 
only a machine pistol. But as the 
assimilation process advances, he 
gains the ability to use heavier 
weapons. These tools of 
mayhem are hidden in different 
stages, and you must look in 
every comer to find them. 

+Runt Gun 

A pistol that fires lead slugs. 

If comes into your hands when 
the game starts. 

50 round magazine. 

+Big Heat 

Fires bursting shells. Rounds 
explode on contact and are 
capable of ripping through the 
armor of some motoids. It will be 


found in Stage 2. 

70 round magazine. 

+Gatling 

Fully automatic cannon with 
revolving barrels that fires eight 
rounds per second. It awaits you 
at Stage 3. 

150 round magazine. 

+ Bazooka 

Capable of destroying motoids 
with tank-grade armor. It is most 
effective when used alternately 
with the Gatling. 

50 round magazine. 

♦ Secret Weapon 
A firearm of enormous 
destructive power developed by 
the mad scientist. No one knows 
where it is.

There are pieces of gear, located 
here and there in the stages, that 
redouble Tetsujin's battle 
strength when worn. Not only 
does possession of this gear 
stand you in good stead during 
combat, it also influences the 
development of the game, 

♦ Turbo Booster 
Puts wings on your feet. Jt is an 
invaluable piece of equipment for 
fighting fleet-footed motoids. A 
portion of its fuel is consumed 
every time you use it. 


♦ Radar 

Enables you to catch motoid 
movements behind your back or 
beyond walls. If you lose sight of 
a motoid you can track it by 
radar. 


j +Shield 

; increases your capacity to 
i withstand attack. The higher you 
: go, the stronger the motoid, so 
; be sure to get hold of it

Get Your Gear Together 

Supplementary equipment may 
be hidden in tiny rooms or dead¬ 
end corridors. After getting hold 
of floor map data, don't head 
immediately for the elevator. 
Check out areas you haven't yet 
looked at before moving on to 
the next floor. Also, on the basis 
of the map, if there is an area of 
a floor that is obviously 
inaccessible, try reaching it from 
another floor. By selecting 
FLOOR MAP and using L- and R- 
shift you can change the floor 
that is being displayed. From the 
positions of the elevators, keep in 
mind what floors are accessible 
to each another. 




What Types of Motoids are 
Out There? 

In the case of some motoids, if 
your assault is not well timed, 
you will cause no damage. Try to 
get dose and destroy each 
motoid without wasting a shot. 
Among motoids holed up in the 
tower, some will explode if you 
draw too near and you'll suffer 
crippling damage. So r don't press 
in too dose to one of these 
motoids just to save ammo. 

Never Turn Your Back on a 
Motoid 

When going into battle take up a 
position that is easily defended 
from motoid attacks and from 
which an assault is easily 
mounted. On the basis of indoor

Know Your Weapons 

A weapon taken in hand can't be 
used unless it is first activated. 

As soon as you get hold of a 
weapon, arm it by selecting 
WEAPON CHANGE. If you find a 
magazine—an important piece of 
supplementary gear—you will be 
able to reload the weapon you 
are currently using, but if you 
should run out of ammo, quickly 
change to another weapon. 

The Supply Room is Your 
Best Friend 

Not only can you save data in the 


Supply Room, but your weapons 
will be reloaded and your shield 
energy fully recharged. This 
applies as well to the turbo 
booster, which you wif[ find on 
your way to the top story. When 
you get floor map data, 
immediately check the position of 
the supply room. 

What can be Learned from 
the Movies? 

When you dear each stage the 
screen will cut to a film dip. 

There are unexpected hints to be 
gained from things that are said 
in them. And pay particular 
attention to the movies of the 
middle stage and later.
